Well, they 
obey the law, and iL:.t meets tbe require- 
ments of tbe Government; but that does cot 
look bo well is thc6e who art entirely satisfied 
with the way the war is conducted, and wbo 
clamor tbe »L;lc for more vigor. Th<y would 
better fussain their credit by going them- 
selves, and hiring a substitute, too, if tbey 
were able. If these Republicans are so much 
in earnest, certainly the Government will 
not want men. We don't understand thut 
zeal which exborts everybody to go to war, 
whilst tbe exhotter doesn't go'. himself, if he 
belongs to tbe niilitu force of the country. 
By tiudirg a substitute, or paying the $300, be 
cerlairly shows that for tome reason he aoes 
not want to go to 3 vigorous prosecution of 
tbe war. That is tbe whole oi it. If he belongs 
to the vigorous prosecution party, he looks 
very inconsistent lo other people. lie dot s 
not want to risk his life or shed Lis own blood, 
but desire6 other people to do it. People will 
suspect that an'anxieus concern for personal 
safety is 6trooger than the z.^al to put down 
the rebellion. 

It is tbe stay-at-home patriots who nia*e 
all the patriot noise. Moderate and earliest 
men who have dene their part in fightirg 
make comparatively little noise on the sub- 
ject. We cast no censu-e upon those wbo 
obey the laws, it they avoid goirg into the 
service; but we can't help thinking it etrar.gc 
when we se« accents of v-st gatherings of 
able bodied men, furious to put down the re- 
bellion, that the Government should still want 
men to fill up the rack;. Tu< se enthusiastic 
gatherings clou'l hate rebels as much as tbey 
love themselves, cor feel half the interest in 
the Government that they feel i i No. 1; other- 
wise wc nboul a not need a conectipUun law. 
Those who fu-.nuge this v ar to suit them- 
selves should not wait on other people to do 
the fighting. In tL :ir dir*ctien of the war, 
they have consulted themselves and defied 
ousands believe that such a 
i np the rebellion ana augments 
the ta^k of putting it down. If they are to do 
the fightimr, and paying, too, they would like 
to be consulted in tbe way the war is to be 
managed. It is a duty to save the Govern- 
ment; but the ways and means adopted, in 
their judgment, in a great degree nullifies the 
effects of victory to tbe Federal arms.

They will be doing exactly right, in 
their judgment; waging war in the right way 
for the right ol jeeta, and can fight with a will. 
They ought to give very good teajons for not 
going. The world will look for good reasons 
from euch men. Here arc 54,000 voters in 
Maine. Half of them are uuder forty-five. 
Tbe Republicans expect an immense army of 
voters of the same tort in Oaio, who believe 
that the way of conducting the war is all ex 
seily right, and its vigorous prosecution in 
that way a mest important duty. Why, 
then, should the Government be in want of 
men? There are thousands ergiged in this 
war who hold it a duty to save the Govern- 
ment, whilst they hold the policy of the war 
bad enough to nullify, to a great extent, the 
effect of victories over the rebels, by shutli- g

Bauds of famished operatives 
in the manufacturing districts formed into 
oath-bound associations. Tbe passage of the 

unpopular corn bill, expressly designed to 
raise the price of food, still further Increased 
this excitement, and directed the hostility of 
the working men to the government. Tumult- 
uous issemblagee were held in four of the 
largest cities of England, Including London. 
On the opening of Parliament in 1$17, some 
bullets, stones or other missiles struck the 
6tate carriage of the Prince Regent on his re- 
turn from the House of Lords. Evidences of 
seditious meetings were referred to a secret 
committee, who reported that dangerous as 
socia-.lons had been forded In different parts 
of tbe country. Attempts to seduce the 
soldiers were made, insurrection plotted, se- 
ditious and blasphemous publications were 
circulated. Three persons— Brandreth, Tur- 
ner and Ludlaw— were executed. Weightman 
and twenty-one others were pardoned. on 
condition of transportation. 

Repressive measures on the press followed. 
Lord Sidmouth instructed the lieutenants of 
eounties that the law officers of the Crown 
were of the opinion that a Justice of the peace 
may issue a warrant to apprehend any person 
charged cn oath, with the publication of a 
blasphemous or seditious libel, and compel 
him to give bail to answer tbe charge; and de- 
siring them to communicate this opinion to 
the magistrates. It would appear that the 
condition of the country then, if ever, would 
Rave justified the action of tbe Government. 
It the life of the President in this ceuntry 
were at present threatened, or other officers 
oi the Ad minis tratlon, there is little doubt 
what course would be adopted toward acy 
press that encouraged it. Yet tfie Eeglish 
Government did not feel strong enough to 
directly attack the liberty of the press by ex- 
ecutive action, nor was the indirect measure 
adopted suffered to pass without censure or 
resistance. Sir Bimuel Romilly and Earl 
Grey contended that it could not be shown 
that the justices had this power by common 
law. 

It had sot been conferred by statute, nor 
has It been recognized by any express decision 
of the courts. It was contended that the cir- 
cular letter of Lord Sidmouth was an unwar- 
ranted interference with the judiciary. The 
justices had been instructed not upon a matter 
of administration or policy, but upon their 
judicial duties. The Constitution had main- 
tained a separation of the executive and 
judicial authorities. Here they had been con- 
founded. The Crowa, in declaring the liw 
had usurped the power of the Legislature, 
and in instructing the magistrates, had cr- 
croached upon an independent judicature 
MM might be accused by spies and iuformers 
and committed by a single magistrate-possi- 
bly a man of violent pnjudices, and strong 
poliiicd prejudices. It was pointed out how 
terrible had Seoome the power of the execu- 
tive. While every justice could issue his war- 
rant sgainst a supposed libeller and hold him 
to bail, the Secretary of State, armed with 
tho ex'.ratordinary powers of the sus- 
pension act, could imprison him upon 
bare suspicion, and detain him in safe cuitody 
without bringing him to trial. The Secretary 
of State, the Attorney General and the Judges 
acted fully in the exercise of this power. It 
was tbf n that William Cobbett, who had suf- 
fered already from the Attorney General, sus- 
pended his "Political Register" and sailed to 
this country. "I do not Tetlre (s»id 
h*) from a combat with the Attor- 
ney General, but from a combat with 
a duDgeou deprived of pen, ink and pa- 
per." Notwithstanding all this power in the 
Executive and subserviency in the Judiciary, 
the victory did not remain with them. A pub- 
lisher named Hone, having been arrested for 
publishing' some political equibs, Lord Ellen- 
borough strove vainly for his conviction. Ad- 
dressing the jury, he said: "Uaderthe author 
Ity cf the libel act, and still more in obedi- 
ence to his conscience and his God, he pro- 
nounced this to be a most impious and pro- 
fane libel." All to no purpose, for the jury 
acquitted none, greatly to the mortification of 
his Lordship. 

Io the session of Parliament in 1819 the 
celebrated six acts were passed. By these, 
oa conviction of the publisher of a seditious 
libel, all the copies of the libel were seized, 
and on a repetition of the offense he was sen- 
tenced to transportation. The newspapers 
were required to enter into recognizances for 
the payir ent of any penal ty. All of theae meas- 
ures were, however, incffectU4l. In 1820 the 
Marquis of Freemantle says the press is com 
pletely open to treason, blasphemy, sedition 
and falsehood with impunity. In 1821 George 
IV. wro'e to Lorn Elden, urging that pro- 
ceedings should be instituted against seditious 
presses. It was to little purpose; the people 
having become fully aware of the great benefit 
of unrestrained freedom of the press, juries 
would not convict. 

Notwithstanding the great excitement in 
Ireland owing to the agitation, under tbe 
leadership V O'Conncll, for the repeal of the 
Union, in which the press was active and 
vigorous, the Government in 1S2S did not feel 
strong enough to continue the 
measures for the suppression of 
which expired that year. 

In 1830 the Duke of Wellington 
proceedings against the Morning Journal, but 
without success, and siuce that time the ut- 
most latitude has been allowed in England in 
discussing public men aEd measures, and 
henceforth the freedom of the press was se- 
cured. It only remained to amend the penal 
aws which restrained its entire freedom. The 
stamp acts,were first reduced from four pence 
to one penny, in 1830, through the Instrument- 
ality ol Lytton Bulwer and Mr. Hume, and 
in 1833 the advertisement duty was reduced. 
In 1848 John Mitchell and Smith O'Brien, 
editors, were exiled, not for discussing boldly, 
but for an attempted insurrection in 
Henceforth, from restraining, the 
Government adopted the policy of encourag- 
ing free discussion. A new movement for 
the repeal of taxes on knowledge was Insti- 
tuted, and In 1853 the advertisement duty was 
ewept away, and in 1855 the last penny of the 
newspaper stamp was repealed. Beven years 
afterwards.it was for the first time established 
in tbe United States. Whether, with the ex- 
ample before them, It would not have been 
well to have refrained from such restraint 
upon the press, is a subject too plain for dis- 
cussion. 

tSTlt has been rumored that the Supreme 
Court had lately decided that the States In re- 
bellion had forfeited all their rights as States, 
and could not be States oi the Union until ad- 
mitted as new States. The Court decided no 
such thing. Solicitor Whiting only made an 
ass of himself in so misrepresenting the de- 
cision.

The board of enrollment in this district is 
now examining the stragglers and flnishire 
ud the draft. The result up to Saturday night 
(12th) was 07 men in camp, including 52 sub- 
stitutes; accepted men 191, most of whom 
will probably pay commutation money, and 
179 $100 in money with which the Govern 
ment can procure substitutes. If the exempts 
could have been taken for soldiers, the draft 
would have amounted to something, but as it 
is.we can't see it. It is rather a small show 
out of the 2,263 men drawn, and we don't 
think the Government will care to try the ex- 
periment here again. Tbe other districts in 
New England are also finishing up, and when 
the grand result is made known it will be an 
interestiug computation how much mure each 
man obtained ha* cost the Government than, he 
vxjuid have done if procured by volunteering. 

The whole tumber of men ordered from 
Rhode Iiland was 2,880; and the draft, adding 
the fifty per cent., was for 4,320. Of all these 
drafted men only 1(5 6erve. .There were 678 
substitutes, and all the rest were exempted by 
evidence ol money or of incapacity. Those 
who paid were 442.

How British Iron-dads are Made. 

The London Times gives a description of 
the iron-clad turreted ships now building in 
the British Navy, accompanied by a compari- 
son between them and the Keokuk, destroyed 
In Charleston harbor. The Keokuk was 
built upon the wrong principle for strergth, 
as ber first engnge.nent and its. result proved. 
The Eoglish have adopted something of the 
same principle, as their turrets are partly iron 
and partly wood. The Times says, "from the 
inner skin of the turret, formed of half-inch 
boiler plate, will project outwards iron rib6 
T shaped, ten Inches in length and twenty 
Inches apart, the spaces between these ribs 
being filled in solid with teak. Round the 
outer circumference of this combination oi 
teak and iron ribs is a crossed trellis work of 
three-quarters ef an inch of iron, and on 
this trellis work, and thrcugh all and out- 
side all, is bolted eight inches of solid teak." 
Outside of this there are to be laid solid five- 
and-a-half inch rolled plates, and between the 
two ports a four-and-a-half inch rolled plate, 
so that in the section of the turret's circumfer- 
ence, which will beexposi d to the shot of an 
enemy, the defensive powers of the turret 
will consist of, from outwards, ten-and-a-hall 
inches of iron, three-and-a-half inches of tank, 
five inches of three quarter inch iron trellis- 
work, ten-inch iron T shaped ribs, filled in 
with teak, and the inner Iron skin. Tbe 
side armor of the ship Is five inches, sup- 
ported behind by thr.e feet of solid tim- 
ber, which is strengthened and supparted 
io its turn by alternate wood, and rolled iron 
beams, placed at one-half the usual distance 
apart, to each of which iron knees of 
great weight are attached, and by the crossed 
diagonal iron banding over tne Inner skin of 
the ship. A ring of tempered armor plating 
surrounds each turret at Its base.. This ship, 
which is called the Royal Sovereign, Is to carry 
four turrets, one with two thre% hundred 
pound smooth-bore guns, the others each 
with two of smaller dimensions. This is a 
formidable vessel of war, but Its great draught 
will prevent It being used for war purposes 
except in an open sea. The result of our 
bombardment of the Charleston forts by the 
lron-clad6 has been closely watched by the 
English, and valuable hints received. The ex 
perience gained is a lesson still more valuable 
to ourselves, and has not been neglected in 
tbe recent construction of our iron-clads, so 
that when we come out of the war we shall 
have an iron-clad navy fit to compare with any 
nation on the globe. 

Good Advice. — The Scientific American, in 
referring to a sad accident, caused by riding 
upon a shaft, says: 

Don't try to play with machinery, either in 
motion or when at rest. Forty hair-breadth 
ef capes may result at the forty -first trial in 
muiming, mutilation, or suddeu death. Keep 
the fingers, hands, arms, legs and hair away 
from rough shafting, and take care that cloth- 
ing does not get drawn Into rapidly-running 
belts and pulleys. 

The owners of mills or workshops where 
machinery is in use should carefully guard it, 
so that kjury cannot happen. It does not do 
to rely always on the prudence of tbose who 
are liable, to injury, and therefore the neces- 
sity of making it impossible that they shall 
he Injured. 

t3»-Those persons who have no taste for 
military service had beetter keep out of the 
Southern Confederacy.

It Is a well-known fact that there nee f^vn 
in existence for more than two years in the 
city of Louisville, and almost every other city 
of tbe United State*, an association called the 
"Iron Holders' Union," which has now 
gained such strength tbat It Is making its 
power felt, and lo a manner very lejurious to 
the Interest of the public, as also to that of 
the worthier members ol the "Union" Itself. 
Its ostensible purpose, according to the pub- 
lished Constitution, Is, "To elevate the moral, 
social and intellectual condition of every 
molder lu tbe country." This is, no doubt, 
a very laudable object — one which commands 
the sympathy of all right-thinking men, and 
no one would aid the association in obtaining 
sucb an end more willlnglv than the employ 
era of the members of the "Union" themselves. 

In examining, however, the Constitution 
and the practical workings of the "Iron 
Molders' Union," it becomes at once ap- 
parent that this is is not the real or only ob- 
ject in view, for it will be seen that Section 
III, Article 9, of their Constitution provides: 
"No employer csn become a member of this 
•Union,' nor shall any member, becoming an 
employer, remain a member thereof." And 
8ection 2 of the lime Article does not even 
permit a foreman, when he has in any way 
become interested In the profits of an estab- 
lishment, to remain in the "Molders' Union." 
Thus it will be seen that, instead of calling 
upon the employers to co-operate with their 
Union in advancing the "moral, social and in- 
tellectual condition of every mclder," which 
eelf-evidently is a matter ol comm m interest, 
tbe "Molders' Union even goes so far as to 
expel a member as soon^as he has, by his su- 
perior skill and industry, succeeded in estab- 
lishing himself independently in business, and 
thus accomplished one ot the avowed objects 
of the Union. This fact alone indicates, if 
other proofs were wanting, that the "Mold- 
ers' Union" look upon their employers as 
their enemies. Their arbitrary interference 
with the business management of their em- 
ployers proves this to be the leading principle 
of the association. 

Tbe "Mo'dars 1 Union" has made an at- 
tempt, and thus far a successful one, to dictate 
o and extort the most unreasonable terms 
from their emp'oyers all over the country — 
terms which, if submitted to, must eventual- 
ly prove ruiuous to the molders themselves, 
since it wculd destroy our whole business. 
They have undertaken to arbitrarily decide, 
not only as to what wages must be paid, but 
even as to the nnmber of apprentices each 
shop is to employ, the kind and amount of 
work the laborers in our founderies may or 
may not be allowed to do, and to pre- 
vent any molder from working in a shop 
who is not a member of their Union. • 

These and numerous other equally unreas- 
onable and inadmissable interferences of the 
'Iron Molders' Union" cannot be submitted 
to any longer without losing not only our 
business, but our self-respect. 

Now, therefore, in order to protect ourselves 
aeainst the injurious interferences of the 
'Iron Molders' Unien" or any other siaailar 
association now existing or that may hereafter 
be formed, we, the undersigned founderymen 
and machine builders and employers of other 
iron workers of Louisville, New Albany and 
Jefferson ville, have formed a regularly organ- 
ized association, to be entitled the "Iron 
Founders' and Machine Builders' Association 
of the Falls of the Ohio," and do therefore 
adopt the following as the principles of our 
organization: 

1st. We deny the right of the "Iron Mold- 
ers' Union," or any other Union, to arbitrarily 
determine the wages ot our employes, regard- 
ess of their merits and the value of their ser- 
vices to us, and we are oppoied to every coca- 
ination which has for Its object the regu- 
ition of wages, whether it be among the em- 
ployers for the purpose of keeping down wages 
or among employes for the purpose of forcing 
up wages. We desire the utmost individual 
liberty both for employers and employee. 
The demaud for and the supply of labor, the 
merits of each individual workman and the 
cost of living are the natural causes which 
should regulate wages. Under the free oper 
ation of these causes, the skillful and indus- 
trious workman can always feel secure of ob- 
Uinlug the highest wages. 

2d. We deny the right of the "Iron Molders 
Union" to determine for us how many ap- 
prentices we should employ. According to 
Article 7, Section 7 of their Constitution, they 
dictate to their employers that not more than 
one apprentice shall be employed In each ma- 
chine foundery, and one te every fi teen mold- 
ers lu each stove foundery. This arbitrary in- 
terference in our business cannot be defended 
upon any grounds of right and justice. It is 
an assault upon the individual liberty of the 
citizen; it is an set against the laws of society 
and trade, accordluz to which the expansion 
or profitableness of acy branch of business 
should determine the number of persons that 
shall engage in it, and each citizen ought to 
be left free to choose for himself. 

The interests of the whole country may re- 
quire tc-dsy double the number of molders 
that It required a year ago, but tU- "Iron 
Molders' Union, 1 ' constituting themselves leg- 
islators, determine for the whole country how 
many molders there shall be, independent of 
the requirements of this branch of industry, 
and thus sacrifice to their own selfishness the 
best interests ef the whole community. 

3d. We shall resist by all legal 
meats, at every sacriflc ■ of time snd money, 
all attempts ot any set of men arbitrarily to 
regulate the supply of labor In any depart- 
ment of trade and business. While we pro- 
test against the attempt of the "Molders' 
Union" to determine toe number of apprent 
ices that shall be employed in each fou odery, 
we shall cheerfully co-operate with them in 
their efforts to thoroughly educate all ap- 
prentices and make them masters of their 
business; and we further protest against 
every attempt on tbe part of the "Iron 
Molders' Union" to prescribe to our em- 
ployes what kind of work they shall or shall 
'■ot perfomi. Section m of Article VII of their 
Constitution provides : "No member of this 
Union sh»ll permit any helper to ram his 
tlasks." This clause exhibits a disposition on 
the part of the molders to prevent the labor- 
ing man from acquiring knowledge and bet- 
tering his condition. While it is of little con- 
sequence to us if a molder insists upon doing 
laborirg work which can be perfcrmed as well 
by less skillful ha ds, yet ws protest against 
tbe spirit of such enactments.which we consid- 
er alike degrading to those who originate 
th m as to those on whom they are to be in- 
fer jed.

To those of our employee who see that 
we ask no hiug but what is reasonable, and 
who desire to withdraw from the "Iron Mold- 
ers' Union," or who may be in favor of chang- 
ing tbe Constitution of tbeir society In those 
particulars to which we take exception, we 
promise and guarantee full protection to their 
nersors and their property. Should any per- 
sonal violence be offered to those of our em- 
ployes who prefer to obey the dictates of rea- 
son, riirht and liberty in preference to those 
of the "Molders' Union," or ihonld any threats 
be made to them directly or indirectly by any

3d. Should the employes in any of our es- 
tablishmeuts stop work in order to force their 
emplcyers io submit to unreasonable de- 
mands, the members of the "Iron Founders' 
and Mdchine Builders' Association of the Falls 
of tbe Ohio," and the members of the associa- 
tions ol other cities, or the establishments who 
have agreed to act in concert with these asso- 
ciations, shall not employ any man engage J In 
such strike.

seven years in Brooklyn, duriag which period 
I remained faithful in my allegiance as a 
British subject. In 1859 I removed to Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, to settle the estate of a de- 
ceased brother, and on which I became ad- 
ministrator. By a decision of their law any 
inhaoitant could do so, though a non-resident 
citiaen could not. Pending its settlement, 
which promised to be tedious, I went into' 
business oa my own account. Duriag the 
excitement which followed the com- 
mencement of the war, several of 
my employes left, they nst consider- 
It safe to remain any louger. It being im- 
possible for me to close up my business in 
consequence of non payment of debts, A a , I 
was under the deeessity of remaining. The 
fact of my being a British subjeet was very gi n- 
erally known. To prove au official knowl- 
edge ol it, 1 may state that shortly after go- 
ing there I was notifieef to at'eud a jury for 
the trial of a slave, who was subsequ< mly ex- 
ecuted for killing his master. I declined on 
the ground of alienage, which exeuse was ac- 
cepted by the court. Last PsOwnarj I \ - 
rested as a conscript in ray own house bv t^u 
enrolling officer ot the de fitcto government, 
andj under a strong military force, con- 
veyed to the guard-house in Montgomery, 
where 1 was detained three da>a and 
nights aud then released. Notwithstand- 
ing the production of my cousular 
certificate of uatinnalitv aud compliince with 
the requirements of the Secretary ot »■»■, i 
was again arrested in the name of the de facto 
government, tak**n from my residence, hur 
ried off to Camp Watts, in Alabama, aud from 
thence to General Bragu's army iu Tullaboma. 
Several other British r>ut jt?cta were also scut 
at the same time by M;<j _>r S *anson, the com- 
mandant of conscriprs for the State. He had 
tbem forwarded under guard in chains, with 
heavy iron collars riveted on their necks. On 
our arrival in Tullahoaia wc were all put iLto 
the guard-housr, an abominably ti thy den. 
Alter being there uearly a week a Confeder- 
ate officer came in one day to know if we 
would volunteer. Under the circumstances 
we declined to embrace the opportunity of 
fighting for his couutry. In this way he called 
several times to know if we thougat auy 
better of it, until a'. Kst finding tbe induce- 
ments were not sufficiently stroag, he came 
one day and took us out to the Provoat 
Marshal's office. While there he tried to 
coerce us into taking the oath of allegiance to 
his government, amid the jeers m l taunts of 
s crowd ef commissioned oil! e-r-, whe+e 
hatred of England was only equale 1 by their 
affected ignorance of ber power. Our party, 
consisting of Danish, German and Britisa sue- 
jects, all refused to renounce our allegiance. 
We were then put into the camp of the First 
Louisiana. On refusing to do duty the next 
day (in obedience to the Queen's proclama- 
tion), I underwent the punishment known as 
bucking," in front of General Bragg's head- 
quarters, and also the others, alter which we 
were turned into the guard house. Oa our 
refusal again some days alter wards, the 
"bucking" was repeated, with the addition of 
water being thrown over 6ome of us. Still 
continuing to refuse, I was subsequently 
tied up by the thumbs hi: an hour 
to tbe ratters of the guardhouse along 
with another British subject named Kelly, 
raduate of Queen's College, Galway. I saw 
him afterwards undergo the punishment called 
bv those who practice it, "spread eagle," 
a kind ot crucitixion. Oa another occasion I 
saw him held head downward in a tank of 
water three times, until almost drowne i. The 
punishment of slaves has bjeu ii.flicted on us 
ith a full knowledge of our nationality in 
broad daylight, and wiiuln a few yards ot Gen- 
eral Bragit's headquarters, in fie presence ol 
at least fifty or a hundred spectator. For re- 
finement of cruelty and Democratic insolence 
generally, Colonel Strawbridge and his Creole 
commissioned officers ot tbe First Louisiana 
stand unrivaled. The de facto government 
have now assumed the responsibility by a de- 
cision of their highest court at Mob fie, de- 
claring me liable to raili ary service. This 
trial cost me $4,000, to which must be added 
$3,000 lor a substitute, which was only good 
tor a short time, as 1 was afierwarf s notified 
by the authorities, for six napnth;' service in 
North Alabama. Seeing there was no end 
t) the imposition and outrage, I left, and at 
the expense of three thousand dollars more 
I am so far home out of the Southern Confed- 
eracy. Having been unable lo close my 
estate, I have left my sister in charge of it, as 
to her exertions oa my behalf more than to 
the money actually expended, I am indebted 
for my deliverance from captivity. Some tf< 
facto compensation can surely be had for a 
series of very gross outrages committed by 
the de facto government. With this brief 
statement ot facts, as a British tut jeel I now 
respectfully call upon your lordship for sucb 
indemnification as the government may think 
proper to demand for three months' contin- 
uous outrage and imminent risk of lifts, 
together with the loss of $10,000, beside the 
damage done to my business by an enforced 
abset.ee from it. I have the honor to remain, 
my lord, your lordship's most obedient ser- 
vant, R. K. Brlshaw. 

P. S.^Mt Lord : I inclose the official re- 
port of the trial (taken Irom the record by the 
clerk), with the seal of the court attached, to 
which my case was referred by the de fmeto 
government. It being their highest court 
there was no appeal.

Kilpatrick reached the river without meet- 
ing the enemy, but in order to find him, sent 
one squ idron across, but few of whom have 
returned, and probably will not until ex- 
cnanged as prisoners of war. 

With the main portion of his division he 
moved down tbe north bank of tbe Rapid in, 
until hearing rapid firing on the Goretousville 
road he galloped to the aid of Cel. Chapman, 
•vho seemed to be hotly engaged. Col. Cbap- 
m m, whose command consisted of the E ; gbth 
Illinois, Third Indiana, and Eighth New York, 
moved down on the Gordonsville road, aud 
whtn within four miles of the Kipidan sud- 
denly came in contact with the eld brigades 
of Gen*. Jones and Hampton. 

Colonel Chapman determined to risk an en- 
gagement, trusting to Gen Buford to come 
to his aid. A series of brilliant charges were 
then made, which lasted from two o'clock 
until sunset. Chapman whipped these old 
rebel brigades and killed between 40 and 50, 
and captured 75 prisoners, among them several 
officers — one Lieutenant Colonel, one Major 
and several Captains, and seat the rest flying 
at their highest speed to the south bank of 
the Rapidan. 

Gen. Kilpatrick, who cam: up in tbe rear of 
this flying lorce, is said to have captured about 
lifiy more before they reached the river.

New York, September 25

The 
propriety and expediency of such a measure 
ha been the subject of discussion in the rebel 
cabinet for several months past.

Telegrams from Gen. Rosecrans up to 2 
o'clock yesterday <rive additional assurance 
ti ut his position can on'y bu assailed by reg- 
ular steee. TLe purpose of Gen. Rosecrans 
ceemB to be to nsume offensive operations as 
soon as tbe re-enlorcemertts, including Burn- 
side's troops, cow od the way, reach him. 

The mass of the rebel iafjntry is in Chatta- 
nooga Valley. A division of rebel cavalry ad- 
vtneed yesterday or day before from Stevens' 
Ga p, Ajjrcattcirg a Ucion regiment, wbich 
was giflrrding one of our signal station; where- 
upon the regiment in question retired from 
its isolated position, on the extreme front, 
before It could be attacked. 

Gen. Rosecrans expresses the earnest wish 
that Gen. Bn-jrg will venture a prompt attack 
upon hi -n, but is of the opinion that It will 
not be made. All was quiet along his lines at 
2 o 'clock p. M. yesterday. 

Nashtillb, Sept. 25. 

A party of GeneiQl Granger's cavaly, the 
4 h Tennessee, met Hawkins' rebel cavalry 
near Charlotte yesterday and captured two 
Lieutenants, thirteen privates, and a number 
of horse?. Our lo-:s was one wounded and 
one taken prisoner. 

It is reported that an attack was made on 
Soelbyvtlie to-day by a baud of guerrillas, 
who, after a sharp ekirmisb, were repulsed. 

Large numbers of wounded are arriving 
from the front— over one thousand yesterday, 
and a large number to-day. 

In the attack on Dec-hard yesterday the 
rebels lost one Colonel, three other officers 
and nine men taken prisoners, and four men 
killed. The former reached here ta-oight. 

The lints have not been working to Chatta- 
nooga sluce this ait moon. 

New York, September 25. 
The pr'za steamer Juno (British) arrived 
to-night. She w»s captured September 22d 
off Wilmington, N. C, by the gunboat Con- 
necticut, alter a four hon>' chase, during 
which the Connecticut fired thirty rounds of 
shot and shell. The Juno had aboard a part 
of her cargo when taken. She is an iron-clad 
aide-wheel vessel, and was built at Bris ol, 
England ten years ago. The engines are of 
400-horee power. Her cargo consists of two 
hundred bales of cotton, thirty tons of to- 
bacco, and a small quantity of turpentine, 
wbich, together with the vessel, is valued at

From RosxcaAsa* Aemt — Col. Wilder, who 
bad uummaad of a brigade of cavalry In the 
severe battles of Georgia, arrived In Nashville 
on Thursday. He Informs the Nashville 
Union that be does no: consider the gallant 
Army of the Cumberland and its noble chief 
in any danger. They are atrougly fortified in 
Chattanooga, and have twenty eight days' 
supplies. The wagon train is on the forth 
side of the Tennessee river, where General 
Mitchell has a heavy cavalry force to guard it 
and the fords, so as to prevent the enemy 
from crossing the river. It is the 'general 
opinion in the army that the leas of the Con- 
federate s la much greater than that of the 
Federals. The prisoners captured by the for- 
mer are mostly wounded men who could not 
be removed from the field ; whilst the pris- 
oners captured by the Federals are men in 
good fighting condition, and were well armed 
and ( quipped. Of these there are fifteen hun- 
dred whom Col. Wilier brought from Chat- 
tanooga to the railroad for transportation to 
Nashville. Among these prisoners are men 
belonging to the celebrated Stonewall brigade 
of Jackson, now commanded by Longstreet. 
We learn that this brigade had just arrived in 
the cars while the battle was in progress and 
went into it without stopping to take their 
morning meal. 

Heavt Verdict — A verdict of 110,000 dam- 
ages has been given in Chicago in a suit insti- 
tuted by a young man named A. G. Inn is 
against W. Ross <£ Co , who formerly em- 
ployed him as cashier. In making up his ac- 
count the firm charged him with the indebt- 
edness of his brother, a business man in 
Quincey, who was in the habit of buying 
goods of Ross & Co. To this lenis demurred, 
and he informed the bookkeeper that he would 
re>»v himself out of the first money that 
pssse 1 through his hands. He did so, and the 
firm ea nai him to be arrested on the charge 
of tmi :zzlcment. The magistrate before 
whom he was brought discharged him, and 
he then sued Ross A Co for damages. The 
jury before whom the cise was tried rendered 
a verdict of $8 000 D< fjndants caused it to 
be set aside, and a new trial was had. The 
jury gave a verdict of #5 COO. This, aiso, the 
defendants caused to be set aside, and on the 
third trill Iunis received an award of $10,000 
Defendants asked for another trial, but on 
Saturday last the court relused to grant It. 
An appeal ha* been taken, defendants giving 
bonds to the amount of $12 1 30. 

The Tohacco Crop —The following is an 
extract of a private letter to a gentleman of 
this city, In relerence to the effect of the frost 
upon the tobicco crop in the southwestern 
portion of the State: 

Eddwille, Kr.,Sep*. 21, 1S03. 
Dear Sir: * * * We have had two night"' 
(ls.h and 19;h inst.) killing frost. The tobacco 
in Ihe vicinity south and north of us is greatly 
damagfd — some entirely min-:<?. We learn, 
however, that in part of Caldweil, Christ Un 
ind Trigg they have sutfdrud but little. We 
nave had no rain for six weeks, had at b .st a 
poor crop, and now, since the frost, will have 
a very inferior crop. It seems to have done 
the greatest damage in places where there 
has been no rain. Last week, before the frost, 
Caldwell, Christian and Trigg counties 
they had fine rains. We think good grades of 
tobacco should bu largely advanced. Not one- 
fourth of our crop was cut before the frost, 
and much of that fourth ou F.iday belore, 
and of it much had not pToperly matured antl 
of course will be poor stuff. Truly yours, 
Rt-BT . L. Cobb. 

EJTFrom advices received from 8t. Domin- 
go, it is evident that matters are in a sad state 
upon the Spanish end of the island A body 
of Spanish forces had been badly defeated, 
and sought refuge on Haytian territory. A 
courier was sent to Cape Haytien for sur- 
geons to attend to the wounded Spaniards, 
and a number immediately went forward. In 
consequence of a number of Haytiers on the 
frontier taking part in the struggle, President 
Geffrard had issued a proclamation forbidding 
all citizens of the Republic from interference 
in the contest, and threatening all such with 
summary punishment. A private letter re- 
ceived in Boaton statca that in the late bom- 
bardment of the tow a of Port-au- Platte, SL 
Djmingo, by a Spanish naval force, one hun- 
dred of the townspeople were killed, and a 
heavy loss of property resulted.

Nolin, Kt., Sept. 24, 18C3. 
Messrs. EdiUrt: t noticed a paragraph in 
your paper of yesterday concerning the buru- 
Ing of Nolin bridge. The passenger on the 
train who informed you certainly knew bet- 
ter. The facts are these : 

The guerrillas fired the bridge between 9 
and 10 o'clock and le.. immediately. They 
bad not gone ten minutes before Mr. John 
Richards got there, and immediately afterward 
Mrs. Ben. Hardin and a negro man came with 
buckets and went to work and put the fire 
out. Mrs. H. worked heroically in carrying 
water. 

Had the fire been permitted to burn until 
the up-traln arrived, the whole bridge would 
have been consumed.
